LONDON, Jan. 27, 9:40 p. m.— The 
advance guard of the Turkish army, 
which is undertaking an invasion of 
Egypt, has reached the British out- 
posts to the east of the Suez Canal, 
where the first skirmish of the war in 
this region took place yesterday. 

The fight, according to the official 
report, apparently was a smal! affair, 
only one British officer being wound- 
ed, but dispatches from Cairo say the 
invaders suffered severely from the 
machine guns of the British troops. 

The dispatches do not disclose the 
size of the Turkish force, but say the 


engagement took place to the east 
of El Kantara, which is on the Suez 
Canal, and is the terminus of the 
caravan route from Rafati, the border 
station between Egypt and Syria. The

NEW YORK, Jan; 27.—John D. 
Rockédfeller, Jr., ended his testimony 
before the United States Commission 
on Industrial Relations today by 
sketching, in a general way, the pur- 
poses of the Rockefeller Foundatian. 
and its methods of operation. He ad- 
mitted there was an element of pos- 
sible danger in large foundations, be- 
ing able to impart Me views of the 
men behind them to younger genera- 
tions through educational institutions. 
Rockefeller will hold a conference 
with representatives of mine workers 
and organiz 1 labor today. 

He admitted also that it was pos- 
sible such foundations might exert 
an influence upon the liberalism of the 
country, as was done in Germany, he 
said, by the militarists. 

The safeguard, he asserted, lies in 
the legislative bodies and the spirit of 
the American people. 

Before Mr. Rockefeller left the wit- 
ness stand, which he had occupied all 
yesterday and the day before. he told 
the committee he sincerely hoped its 
efforts would develop real improve- 
ments in the relations between capital 
and labor, and aid in the general bet- 
terment of the condition of the work- 
ers. 

“After we have our conference.” 
said ‘Mother’ Jones, “I want you to 
come out to Colorado with me and 
see the things I have seen. I am sure 
what you will see will make you do 
things which will make you one, of 
the country’s greatest men.” 

Mr. Rockefeller smiled and said, 
“IT am afraid you are inclined to throw 
compliments.” 

“Oh, no,” replied ‘Mother’ Jones. 
“I am more inclined to throw bricks.” 

Mr. Rockefeller said he might go 
to Colorado with “Mother” Jones. 

The audience, in which there were 
Socialists, individualists, members of 
the Industrial Workers of the World 
and other similar organizations, ap- 
plauded Mr. Rockefeller as he left 
the stand.

FLAWS SHO 
IN MEN’S PLEA. 


Contention on Question of 
Tonnage is Disputed. 


State Curb on Railroads an 
Obstacle to Raise. 


Impossible Regulations Cost 
Large Sum of Money. 


(BY A P. NIGHT 
CHICAGO, Jan. 217.—Statistics de- 
signed to show error in the conten- 
tion of engineers whose demands for 
higher wages from western railroads 
are being arbitrated here, that in- 
creased tonnage hauled has reduced 
the mileage on which their pay is 
based, were presented today. Laws im- 
posing additional burdens on the rall- 
roads were mentioned and recent al- 
leged decreased earnings were empha- 
sized by J. H. Keefe, assistant general 
manager of the Gulf, Colorado and 
Santa Fe Railroad, who continued on 
the witness stand under questioning 
by James M. Sheean, attorney for the 


of the day Sheean 
made the charge that W. 8. Carter of 
counsel for the men, in seeking to 
include the Yazoo and Mississippi Val- 
ley Railroad negro firemen in the de- 
mands, was in effect making a de- 
mand which would result in the plac- 
ing of white firemen in the places of 
the negroes. Ot the sme rate of . 
he asserted, the more competent white 
men were wure to be employed. Carter 
replied that the onus of such an ef- 
fect would rest with the railroads. He 
disclaimed any such intention. Ne- 
groes are not eligible to membership 
in the Brotherhoods of Enginemen, 
but the brotherhoods claim to be act- 
ing in the arbitration for union and 
non-union men alike. Carter stated 
that they believed in the “open shop.“ 


KEEFE'S TESTIMONY. 


that while in October, 1910, seventy- 
six trains out of each hundred run on 
western railroads, taken as one great 
system, were running faster than ten 
miles an hour, thus enabling the men 
to receive more pay than they would 
have on an hourly basis of pay. Se- 
enty-seven trains made this speed in 
October, 1913. This was in freight 
service; passenger services remained 
unchanged, he said. Constructive mile- 
age was not considered in his compu- 
tations. 

It is almost a general rule among 
railways to pay their enginemen by 
the mile or by the hour, whichever 
will give the men the most. By this 
system a freight engineman's work- 
day consists of 100 miles, or ten hours. 
Thus, if he makes his Jundred miles 
in less than ten hours his rate of pay 


by the hourly rate. Whether, in fact, 
the runs are faster or slower than for- 
merly is admitted to be one of the 
most important points in the arbitra- 
tion. Much testimony to this effect 
that speed was now slower was in- 
troduced when the men were putting 
in their evidence. While Keefe said 
that freight service, as a whole, was 
somewhat faster, local and way 
freights, according to his comparative 
tables, were slower. 0 
FINANCIAL CONDITIONS. 

Touching the financial eonditions of 
the roads, Keefe stated that interest 
of funded debt of the western ra- 
roads had increased $27,000,000 since 
1910. Despite increased mileage op- 
erations, he stated that the aggregate 
dividends of 1914 were $22,000,000 
less than in 1910. The aggregate sur- 
plus, he said, decreased $24,000,000. 
Income from sources other than op- 
eration alone increased. 

Other statistics presented by Mr. 
Keefe showed that in the last four 
years western railroads have been 
made subject to 3251 orders of com- 
missions and municipalities, while 
in State Legislatures 1155 bills of sim- 
lar import have been presented, of 
which 208 became laws. 

STONE'S CRITICISM.

GOVERNMENT ADVICES AGAINST 


HOLDING STOCKS FOR 
HIGHER PRICES. 


fay A. P. NIGHT wing.) 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 7. — In an- 
nouncing today that unusually large 
stocks of potatoes were held on Janu- 
ary 1 in the large potat 
States, the Department of Agriculture 
warned southern growers, who usual- 
ly sell their spring crops in competi- 
tion with the stocks carried over in 
the Northern States, to take notice of 
the situation. 

“Prices are unusually low, and 
therefore may not decline further,” 
the department's statement said, “but 
material advances in the next few 
months cannot be forecast from pres- 
ent supplies. The United States sel- 
dom imports or exports relatively «a 
large quantity of potatoes. Therefore, 
the Buropean war has no material di- 
rect bearing upon the potato market 
of the United States.” 

Of the marketable * of po- 
tatoes of the 1914 crop, 62.8 per cent. 
remained in the hands of producers 
or dealers on January 1. This is esti- 
mated to be 166,846,000 bushels in 
States which produced 78 per cent 
of the United States crop. 

Stocks are held by growers more 
largely than usual this year. Their 
holdings were nearly 5.6 times the 
amount held by dealers, whereas in 
the last five years their holdings have 
averaged four times dealers’ holdings. 
Stocks by States, January 1, were: 
New England, 29,444,000 bushels; 
New York, 20,864,000; Pennsylvania, 
13,607,000: New Jersey, 1,192,000; 
Ohio, 6,127,000; Indiana, 3,700,000;

SALVATIONISTS FIGHTING TWO 
CITY ORDINANCES.

Declare Both Federal and Stato 
Constitutions are Violated by 
Municipal Enactmenits to Keep 
Home-given Charity in the County. 
Matter Under Advisement. 


A test case to determine the stand- 
Ing of the Salvation Army before the 
law of California was given into the 
hands of the State Supreme Court 
yesterday. 

Counsel for the Los Angeles branch 
of the army filed with the court at 
San Francisco a petition for a writ of 
habeas corpus in behalf of Maj. Wu- 
‘liam J. Dart, who, by grearrange- 
ment, violated, Tuesday, two Los An- 
geles municipal! ordinances and is now

ordinances, framed with the 


charitable contributions collected 
here to be taken out of the county, 
forbid the sale of solicite4 or 
the solicitation of goods Yor sale by 
a charitable organization. 

Both provisions, the army contend- 
ed in its application yesterday, are in 
violation of e Federal and State 
constiiutions. | By virtue of amend- 
ment fourteen of the United States 
Constitution, the army lays claim to 
the undisturbed enjoyment of its 
rights to liberty, life and property, 
lof which it argues it is deprived by 
the ordinances without due process 
of law. ; 

Under the State Constitution, the 
army maintains, it is ranteed the 
free exercise of itg religious profes- 
sion and worship, whereof its char- 
itable work is a part. 

As regards its property rights, the 
petition recites that by the operation 
of the ordinances a deprived of an 
annual income of $24,000, derived 
from stores connected with its indus- 
trial home, and that thereby it is 
hampered in the conduct of its ma- 
ternity hospital and home for young 
women. 

Outworn clothing and other con- 
tributed gifts are taken to the indus- 
trial home, there made salable and 
disposed of through the stores. 

In May, 1914, the then newly-or- 
ganized Municipal Ctarities Commis- 
sion refused to indorse the army’s 
Plan of work, and the army in turn 
refused to submit to the control of the 
board, which rticularly insisted, 
the petitioners allege, that no assess- 
ments on the Los Angeles branch be 
made by the national organization. 

Territorial headquarters of the 
army in Chicago sustained the stand 
assumed by the Los Angeles branch 
and the dispute was referred to the 
courts. Arguments in the case were 
taken under advisement yesterday by 
the Supreme Court.

HOPE OF OPERA CAREER 


PIERCED 


BY FISH BONE. 


SHARP little fish bone ended 
A Mrs, Mildred L. Willard’s dream 

of a grand opera career. After 
spending $12,000 on her voice, she 
swallowed one of the ribs of a small 
shad at a Boston hotel several months 
ago. She is in Los Angeles to recover 
from the effects of the surgical opera- 
tion, which followed and the disap- 
pointment of losing her singing voice. 
She is at the Clark. 

The fish bone lodged in her right 
tonsil and lacerated her throat. She 
went from the hotel cafe to a hospital, 
where she remained for a week. She 
was under an anesthetic seven hours 
while the bone was removed from her 
throat. 

A pecullar result of the accident 
was the change it wrought in the 
tone of Mrs. Willard’s voice. When 
she went into the cafe it was a high 
soprano. The injury caused it to 
change to a mezzo. She has been 
hoarse most of the time since the ac- 
cident and several times has been 
unable to talk. 

Mrs. Willard began her voc! educa- 
tion in a Catholic convent in Coati- 
cooke, Quebec. She studied later at 


Radcliffe College and the New Eng- 
land Conservatory of Music in Boston, 


and in Rome. The disappointed singer 
is u native of Sheffield, England. Her 
parents came to America when she 
was a child. Her home is now in 
Brookline, Maas. 5 

“It is a great disappointment to 
think that my years of study were 
for nothing and that the small for- 
tune I spent on my voice was thrown 
away.“ Mrs. Willard said last evening 
at the Clark. “I had been especially 
diligent in my studies during the last 
five years. During tne last year of 
the course I spent $4000 on my voice. 

“IT was dieting so as to be in good 
form for a public appearance when I 
went into the Boston cafe. I ordered 
a little shad. I drew the bone in 
the very first bite I took. The pain 
was intense and I almost fainted. 
When it was all over at the hospital 
my voice was like that of another 


person. It had changed from high 
to low. In fact, it was so low that I 
could scarcely be heard at all at 
times. 


“There is a great deal of physical 
labor attached to vocal training. I 
sometimes have believed it is more 
dificult work than splitting rails. I 
went through the strain for years, 
kept up by my ambition to win a

KIAO-CHOW SOP 
TO VENGEANCE? 


Japan Implacable Enemy to 
Whites, Says Officer. 


Warns England at Feast in 
Honor of Kaiser. 


German Society Celebrates 
Monarch’s Natal Day. 


Japan the inexorable, the implac- 
able foe, imbued with the deepest pos- 
sible race hatred, has marked another 
achievement in her striving to the goal 
of retribution for interference of the 
great European powers after the 
Chinese-Japanese war, in the capture 
of the province of Kiao-Chow, accord- 
ing to Capt. Ernst Hortemann, re- 
tired German army officer and con- 
structing engineer. He helped in the 
early development of the German 
leasehold in China. Last night he ex- 
plained many of the diplomatic 
moves in the game of nations during 
his talk before the “Deutsche Gesell- 
Schalt.“ or German Society, at its 
banquet in the Alexandria. 

About 200 men and women, the 
leaders of German thought and letters 
in Los Angeles, were gathered about 
the board to celebrate the birthday 
of their greatest hero, Kaiser Wil- 
helm II, whom they declared the most 
ably the most wonderful man of pres- 
ably the most wonderful man of pees- 
ent-day history. Capt. Hortsmann, al- 
thought not introduced as orator of 
the evening, was most interesting in 
his historical analysis of conditions in 
the Far Bast. * 

Beginning with the Japanese-Chi- 
nese war, when the powers prevent- 
ed the usurpafion of Port Arthur, 
Manchuria, Korea and other Chinese 
territory, he traced events to the 
Boxer uprising, after which Russia 
took to itself Port Arthur, England 
claimed Wei-hai-wei, and Germany, 
in all fairness, merely took a ninety- 
nine-year lee on Kiao-Chow, built 
the wonder port of Tsing-tau and 
developed the great railroad system of 
the province of Shantung. 

THE RECKONING. 
“Japan figured on her day of reck- 
oning, and first balanced her account 
with Russie, capturing the much-cov- 
eted portions of China in possesion of 
that nation. We thought we would 
probably be the last, knowing from 
cur diplomatic discoveries what the 
eventual goal of Japan was to be. In- 
stead, our holdings today belong to 
that nation that has determined on 
controlling the Orient, and God help 
England when Japan finds the loop- 
hole that will permit of the taking of 
Wei-hai-wei, and thereby give access 
to Indm and the protectorate of the 
great Chinese Empire. Many of us 
have realized the imvortance of the 
fall of Tsing-tau, which in its far- 
reaching effects will some day stand. 
forth in the history of nations as 
any victory or loss in Europe. Should 
Germany come forth victorious and 
be able to settle her score with the 
yellow nation, this story may be dif- 
ferent in its conclusion of a proph- 
ecy.” 
8 of the evening was Prof. 
Valentine Buehler, who briefly called 
upon the Germans to be proud of 
their country; to prove by their ac- 
tions in foreign lands, particularly in 
the United States, the worth of Ger- 
man descent, and finally at this time 
to protest against the one-sided neu- 
trality which permits American man- 
ufacturers to ship war munitions to 
other powers and none to Germany. 
He initially called attention to the 
day being celebrated and introduced 
Dr. H. M. Waterman, who gave the 
formal toast to His Majesty, Kaiser 
Wilhelm. 
“Above all things, he is a man-—not 
an actor, but a doer,” characterized 
Dr. Waterman in his splendid oration 
about the German monarch. 
“His guiding hand brought Germany 
to the greatest development of re- 
sources, put her on her feet after 
the fearful Thirty Year War. May he 
come forth from the present fearful 
conflict with sound mind and sound 
body, to lead his people to still great- 
er victories of peace.” 
Max Socha, editor of the Ger- 
mania, was toastmaster of the occa- 
sion and in apt terms portrayed some 
of the salient features of the present 
strife. He introduced the speakers. 


PROPHECY RECALLED. 


Very interesting was the talk of 
Emil Lesser, veteran of the Franco- 
Prussian War, whose reminiscences 
included the wonderful prophecy. of 
Kaiser Wilhelm twenty-five years ago. 
He had been asked to inscribe a lit- 
tle salutation in the now famous 
“Gold-book” of Munich, which was 
sent to the St. Louis World's Fair. 
He jotted down the phrase, “My 
strength belongs to my people, as did 
that of my grandfather, my father 
before me.” 

Not satisfied with this, the delega- 
tion asked for something more and 
the Kaiser wrote of his strange vision, 
While aboard the Flagship Fulda, 
April 21, 1890, during fleet maneuvers. 
“Surrounded by a dense fog bank, the 
Fulda finally came to clear weather, 
leaving behind the ather ships.“ wrote 
the Kaiser. “Suddenly above the fog, 
as though held aloft by angela, ap- 
peared the German flag through the 
clouds, riding on the masthead of the 
Fulda, which shortly afterward was 
also outlined and came forth. We 
Germans must fear God, but no one 
else.“ he wrote. 

“And.” said Mr. Lesser, “just as 
that flag came forth, so shall our na- 
tion in the present struggle.” In- 
cidentalliy he paid great tribute to the 
power of Bismark, who brought the 
Teutons into a nation and welded 
them as a whole. Dr. Henry Herbert

FINE BUST OF KAIS... 
IS UNVEILED BY CLUB. 


IFTY members of the German 
Club engaged in an enthusiastic 
celebration of the anniversary of 
Emperor William's birthday last eve- 
ning at the Clark. One of the inter- 
esting features was the unveiling of 
a bronze bust of the monarch, exe- 
cuted for the occasion by Miss Olga 
Dahl, formerly of Ostersund, Sweden, 
and now of Los Angeles. 
A. H. Koebig, president of the club, 
presided at the banquet. Among the 
speakers were acting German Consul 
Emil Roedel, Arthur von Koenig, a 
visitor from Milwaukee, and Roger 
Andrews.

The “jitney” bus seriously cheapens 
the appearance of the city and gives 
the traveler a sense of shock when he 
arrives here. They are sure to leave 
a bad impression with the thousands 
who will visit the city this year. This 
is the declaration of O. J. Barrett, a 
capitalist, now retired, who has girdled 
the globe several times and is familiar 
with most of the fine cities of the 
world. He is spending the winter at 
the Alexandria. 

“Having just returned from abroad, 
where I have lived for several years,” 
said Mr. Barrett yesterday, “and look- 
ing at things from a different per- 
spective, perhaps, as regards the ‘jit- 
ney’ problem, I wish to state that I 
saw no such condition elsewhere. It 


is indeed a shock to enter your city, 
and it will be to your thousands of 
visitors who will ‘here this winter, 
to see the chaotic ‘conditions of your 
downtown streets, and at this time of 
all times. 

“As a man who has traveled ex- 
tensively, I am in a position to know 
of the widespread interest in your 
city. It does not seem to me that you 
can afford to have such conditions 
confront your visitors. Your reputa- 
tion for doing things on a big scale 
will certainly be seriously blemished, 
if you allow this deplorable condition 
to be in vogue and make you ridic- 
ulous in the eyes of the entire coun- 
try. ; 

“You have made a name for this 
city second to none in the country, 
with fine achievements in a public 
way. Now, can you permit your city 
to be cheapened by this ‘jitney’ 
menace? 

“Your guests, many of them, wil 
bring their private cars; it is your 
duty to make them comfortable; It 
is your duty to give them a chance 

pass to and fro on your downtown 
reets to shop and to find pleasure 
in the theaters, cafes, etc., and un- 
less you can extend these ordinary 
courtesies to your guest, who have 
every reason to expect such treat- 
ment, especially after the glowing li- 
erature with which you have flooded 
the country, you will receive a great 
set-back and they a great disappoint- 
ment. 

“The railroad people have now 
practically a third of your downtown 
streets by right of franchise, I under- 
stand. You cannot permit all your 
downtown streets to be used only for 
the carrying of passengers. The ques- 
tion is really more of a traffic problem 
than any other, for the fact remains 
that the little ‘jitney,’ to carry the 
same load the ordinary street car car- 
ries, would have to .consume about 
ten times the road surface and not be 
confined to the center of the roads on 


there with no responsibility, and to 
the confusion of all traffic. 

“I have heard many references 
made as to what large European cities 
have done with reference to the traf- 
fic problem. In the first place the 
main thoroughfares in Paris, Berlin 
and London are many times broader 


los Angeles. They have nothing there 
that resembles your so-called ‘jitney’ 
unless it be the taxicabs, which are 
in an altogether different line of busi- 
ness. All of these cities have large 
busses which carry from thirty to 
fifty passengers over defimite routes at 
regular intervals. 

“Where your roadbed ts so limited 
you can't afford to allow small car- 
riers in the congested districts. I am 
a great lover of Los Angeles and 
don't wish to criticise, but now of all 
times, have your streets at their best. 
Your City Council surely can relieve 
this situation, which detracts so from 
the city’s dignity.”

the packing of the “dope” in cans so 
as to represent fruit or fish cans, both 
being extensively imported from Chi- 
na. There is widence that some of 
the new contain rs have been re- 
ceived here, and arrests may be en- 


pected. 

The container is crimsam- in color, 
three and fifteen-sixteenthis inches 
long, and diameter-two and fifteen- 
sixteenth inches. The color on the 
can is lacquer, to imitate cans of Chi- 
nese and Japarese fish; the weight is 
between fifteen and sixteen ounces; on 
the top of the can are the raised 
characters, translated, “Fook Ken,” 
on the top are twelve raised charac- 
ters eaning, “Prepared smoking 
.opium, The monopoly bureau, goyern- 
ment of Formosa:” the sides of the 
can are encircled with red paper bear- 
ing Chinese and Japanese characters 
in vertical columns. In the Japanese 
language the characters to the left 
of the gilt characters are “Sotokufo,” 
“Tai Won, Sen Bai Kyoku,” meaning 
that it is from the government bu- 
reau of the Island of Formosa. They 
can be read by either Chinese or Japa- 


nese.

Nine 
State banks and four trust companies 
with capital and surplus of $17,884.,- 
000 have been admitted under their 
own charters, with the understanding 
that they will accept regulations for 
the conduct of business made by the 
board.

BANKS IN OPERATION. 
The report reviews the steps which

Weir's Trip to San Fran- 
cisco Significant. 


Rumors of Huge Amalgama- 
tion of Properties.

The departure of Andrew Weir, the 
London ship-owner, for San Francisco 
is believed in local financial circles to 
foreshadow the early completion of 
the reorganization deal involving the 
General Petroleum Company. Mr. 
Weir left Tuesday night for the 
north, and was in consultation with 
Capt. Barneson ans other officials of 
the company yesterday in San Fran- 
cisco. 


Although the plan outlined last 
fall for the reorganization of the Gen- 
eral Petroleum provided for the elim- 
ination of the British interests, it is 
red fact that they will re- 
main connected wtih the company. 
The amount invested in the cor- 

tion’s securities by Mr. Weir and 
ia associates, it is said, would pre- 
vent his withdrawal from the man- 
agement. 

There have been rumors of late 
that when the reorganization of the 
General Petroleum is effected on a 
satisfactory basis, the British interests 
will seek to amalgamate that concern 
with the Union On Company, and 
some of the Independent Agency 
properties. There has always been a 
great deal of objection on the part of 
the Union interests to having that 
concern associated in any way with 
the General Petroleum Company, ow- 
ing to the financial difficulties of the 
General Petroleum Company, and 
the name, General Petroleum, would 
probably become a thing of the past 
if any deal was effected. 

It is sald that the entrance of the 
California Petroleum Corporation into 
the large amalgamation has been dis- 
cussed by Mr. Weir and representa- 
tives of that concern, among them G. 
G. Henry of New York, a director and 
member of the Finance Committee, 
who is connected with Solomon & Co., 
the bankers. Mr. Henry has been vis- 
iting E. L. Doheny in this city. 

Such an amalgamation as cutlined 
would mean the control of a produc- 
tion of at least 2,000,000 barrels of 
ofl a month by one huge concern, be- 
sides refineries, pipe lines and tank 
steamers galore. It would mean a 
competing factor in the marketing 
field which would be practically in- 
vincible, and which would furnish ol 
sufficient to guarantee an adequate 
supply to the shipping interests, which 
Mr. Weir represents, at all times.
